PROBATIONERS ANONYMOUS 
Since Alcoholics anonymous made 
popular the technique of the reformed 
doing the reforming, we've had divor­ 
cees anonymous, drug addicts and now 
probationers anonymous. This last is not 
so much an organization as an idea. It 
is described in the annual report of the 
Chief Justice of the Special Sessions 
Court In New York. 
Briefly, probationers who have suc­ 
cessfully completed their term when 
they are privileged to be out in the w orld 
so long as they keep out of trouble and 
report regularly to probation officers, 
tell their successes to those newly put 
on probation. They appear before groups 
of new probationers at frequent inter­ 
vals.
